O.N^, 30.—In exercise of the powers conferred b\ 
sub-section (1) of Section 13A of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950), the Election 
Commission of India, in consultation with the Gov¬ 
ernment of Mizoram hereby nominates Shri Balbir 
Singh, Commissioner|Secretary to the Government of 
Mizoram, as the Chief Electoral Officers for the State 
of Mizoram with effect from the date he takes over 
charge and until further cirders vice Shri J. K. Sang- 
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lura. He will also be designated as Secretary to Gov¬ 
ernment in die department dealing with elections in 
the State Secretariat dealing with elections under the 
Election Commission. 

2. The Commission has noted that Shri Balbir 
Singh has additional charge of the departments of 
Industries and Sericulture. The Commission is not 
insisting on a full time Chief Electoral Officer in the 
State of Mizoram as the State has not more than two 
Parliamentary Constituencies.
